CALGARY. — Lloydminster, Can- 
/ada’s “poor man’s” oil: region, came 
linto its own in 1947, Drilling activ- 
lity increased by 300 per cent, com- 
pared with the former record yéar 
|of 1946, while deliveries of crude oil 
|increased by about 400 per cent, 

Lloydminster is a 35-mile long and 
up té 20-mile wide region containing 
to date four shallow oil pools, Black- 
foot. Lloydminster, Lone Rock and 
Dina. The  molasses-thick black oil 
(gravity range 10 to 20 degrees API, 
with bulk of production 15 to 16 API 
|gravity) comes from sands in the 
Lower Cretaceous, at depths from 
11,750 to just over 2,000 feet. Cost 
of drilling, casing and equipping pro- 
ductive wells averages about $20,000. 
Dry holes, inevitable in the. explora- 
tion and development of a field, can 
be written off to the tune of as little 
as $7,500. 

The combination of low cost drill- 
ing, development of a big oil reserve, 
‘and growing recognition of the value
